HARRISBURG. Nov. 24—A bill 
before the lower branch of the legis­ 
lature today called for the appoint­ 
ment of a commission to study the 
need for a heavy traffic highway be­ 
tween Philadelphia and Erie.

Government Dry Squad 
Wins In Court Ruling

WASHINGTON, 
Nov. 
24.—The 
supreme court, in a decision of far 
reaching importance in enforcement 
of the prohibition law Monday ruled 
that the government has power to 
seize all personal property 
in 
a 
"speakeasy” where liquor is sold in 
evasion of the federal tax. 
The case came from Butte, Mont., 
where the government sought forfei­ 
ture of a bar and other fixtures in 
the alleged saloon of Edward Ryan. 
Justice Stone delivered the opinion. 
In seeking confiscation 
of 
the 
property, the government invoked a 
law passed in 1866. more than a half 
century before national prohibition. 


The lower courts held 
that 
if 
liquor were manufactured in a place 
all personal property could be seized, 
but that the law did not go this far 
when liquor was sold. This ruling 
wras reversed. 
In arguing the case, Ryan's 
at- 
tornies said that under the govern­ 
ment’s contention it could seize the 
priceless relics in the Metropolitan 
Art Museum of New York if an em­ 
ploye sold liquor there. 
Since huge sums have been invest­ 
ed in many “speakeasies” in large 
cities, the court’s decision gives it a 
powerful weapon in enforcement of 
the law.

I can begin by answering your 
last question first. 
The so-called 
shooting stars are particles of m at­ 
ter varying in size from that of a 
grain of sand to that of an English 
walnut. 
They are called meteors. 
Of course there are others very 
much larger, called mteorites, w’hich 
will be mentioned later. 
When these meteors approach the 
earth they meet with so much re­ 
sistance in 
coming 
through the 
earth’s atmosphere that they be­ 
come red hot, then white hot and 
finally explode or disintegrate and 
become 
merely fine 
dust 
which 
gradually filters through the atmos­ 
phere and descends to the earth. 
Our atmosphere p r o t e c t s us 
against these missiles from outer 
snace. Were it not for it we would 
be in danger of being struck down 
at almost any time, but more es­ 
pecially in August and November, 
as the earth, on its journey around 
the sun, passes through one stream 
of meteors in August and another 
in November. Of course there are 
large 
meteors, 
called 
meteorites, 
which do occasionally force their 
way through our atmosphere and 
strike the earth, like that one in 
Siberia in 1925 which laid waste an 
area of forest fifty miles in diameter 
and completely annihilated a herd 
of reindeer. Heretofore those large 
meteorites have alw’ays struck the 
earth in out of the way places. If 
one should happen to strike one of 
our large cities it would prove to be 
the greatest disaster of all times. 
- 
As to the origin of mteors very | 
little is known other than that they . 
are waste m atter in space which | 
has formed into two streams that j 
flow in through the solar system ,>. 
pass around the sun and flow off j 
again into space. They are sup- j 
posed to be fragments of m atter left 
behind in the formation of the solar 
system. 
There are several theories 
vanced as to the origin of meteors, 
two of which are quite plausible

four planets—M u r c u r y . V e n u s , 
Earth and Mars—that these came 
into existence through violent erup­ 
tions on the sun. We know that 
eruptions 
are 
continually 
taking 
place on the sun, and that huge 
streamers of fiery m atter are fre­ 
quently thrown hundreds of thous­ 
ands of miles out into space; but 
they always fall back again into the 
sun. Nevertheless, there came at 
one time an unusual violent erup­ 
tion which threw a mass of matter 
so far away that it failed to fall j 
back, but condensed into a globe, j

It is posible to get a few hearty 
laughs, depression or no depression, 
out of the political situation on the 
tariff. 
One of the big political parties, 
which I will leave nameless for fear 
I should be attacked as partisan, has 
emitted 
floods 
of 
denunciation 
against the present tariff bill, for at 
least a year before it was passed, 
and for the eighteen months since. 
It is “iniquitioiis,” it is “ruinous*’ it 
is “a robber tariff,”' it is all the 
things a protective tariff has always 
been to those who disbelieve in the 
principal of the thing. 
T hat is to be expected. The laughs 
begin to develop when the other po­ 
litical party replies, as it has been 
doing recently: “Be more specific. 
Come 
down 
to particulars. Just 
which particular tariff rate on just 
what commodity do you say is too 
high? Which rates are you going to 
reduce, whenever 
you 
have 
the 
power to do it?” 
* 
* 
• 
There follows a dense silence. For 
the fact is th at both the political 
parties had their fingers in the pres­ 
ent tariff schedules, and indeed the 
tariff bill could never have been 
passed without votes 
from 
both 
sides. Obviously no statesman wants 
to demand that protection be with­ 
drawn from a product not produced 
in this state, unless he can justify 
maintaining the protection on the 
products th at are produced in his 
state.And that is very, very difficult 
to do with a straight face. 
Altogether it is an 
entertaining 
spectacle. And there are even some 
elements of humor in the agricul­ 


tural side of the situation, which is 
probably less familiar to most peo­ 
ple.

the Hawley-Smoot tariff, which Is 
not surprising, considering th at it 
was passed primarily for their bene­ 
fit.

W hether this has been of any ben­ 
efit to agricultural prices is debat­ 
able, and in any case can t be prov­ 
ed. But there is some revival of 
farm sentiment in the direction ot 
reducing the general

in ‘Schedule 7” the section covering 
most farm commodities. 
In theory this ought to boost farm 
prices, and the profit on farm prod­ 
ucts, while reducing the cost of the 
things farmers buy. In practice it is 
impossible to say whether or not it 
would work cut thus, 
quite 
aside 
from any question as to the political 
and legislative possibility of passing 
such a law. 
The net result, I am Inclined to 
think will be no action of any sort 
by congress, particularly since all 
hands have a splendid abibi in the 
existence and activity of the tariff 
commission, with its partial control 
over tariff rates.

Many persons visiting in 
the building do not come in contact 
with the principal or teachers, but 
deal entirely with the school secre­ 
tary'. We can understand why this 
school employee should always be so

that 
the 
school will be well represented to 
the public. 
3. The secretary must be patient 
and sympathetic in her dealings 
with the teachers. Though instruc­ 
tors are trained in the science of 
pedagogy, often they over look the 
importance of accuracy in subm itt­ 
ing their many reports and school 
records. 
4. The 
high 
school 
secretary 
comes in contact with many of the 
pupils in the school office. All pu­ 
pils wrho are excused during the day 
receive their dismissal slips in the 
office. 
At times she must use her 
judgment as to whether the excuses 
of the pupils for “Leaves of Absence” 
are legitimate or not. Pupils who are 
tardy, either in coming from home, 
or in getting to classes, are admitted 
through the office. 
5. Keeping school records and 
making reports. Perhaps this means 
very little or nothing or our readers 
who are not familiar with the num­ 
erous records kept in the school of­ 
fice. Therefore, we shall glance at 
a few of these records, a. There is 
the one that is kept for each pupil 
who enters the school, called the 
Permanent Record card. This card 
shows the name, address, date of 
birth, name of parent or guardian, 
from which school he has come and 
the date of entry, the course he has 
chosen, nationality of parents, eco­ 
nomic status, score received in men­ 
tal tests, and sessions absent each 
semester. 
A copy of this card is 
passed on to the Senior high school 
when the pupil is promoted. When­ 
ever a pupil moves into another 
school district, a transcript of the 
grades he has received is sent so 
that he may be properly placed. 
Then as pupils come into our dis­ 
trict from other localities, their 
grades must be secured that our 
records may be complete. 
b. A schedule card is kept in the 
office for each pupil which show's 
his schedule, and such personal in­ 
formation as date of birth, address, 
parent’s name, telephone number, 
occupation of parent, and course the 
pupil is following. 
c. A monthly report is made and 
submitted to the superintendent's 
office which includes the enrollment 
by grades, the number of tardy 
marks, the number of sessions of ex- 


rollment of between ten and eigh­ 
teen hundred pupils and from fifty 
to seventy teachers can not realize 
the importance of this task. 
9. Handling the correspondence 
in connection with the school and 
the school principal is a part of the 
work of the school secretary. 
10. The high school secretary is 
called upon to act in the capacity of 
school nurse.

Sunday Amusement Bill 
Rep. Max J. Spann,

beer upon the paym ent of license 
fees and taxes, and followed it up 
with another bill perm itting sports, 
theatricals and motion pictures on 
Sunday between the hours of one 
and six p- m. and after nine p. m. 
Under the term s of this measure, 
patrons would be required to pay a 
tax equal to the admission price, 
such tax to be returned to the De­ 
partm ent of Revenue by theatres 
and other 
am usem ent 
promoters 
within 72 hours of collection. 
In a plan to lessen unemployment, 
R ep’s. Louis Schwartz and Clinton 
A, Sowers, Philadelphia, introduced 
bills which would prohibit wives of 
persons regularly employed a t some 
gainful occupation from being em ­ 
ployed by any departm ent, board or 
commission of the State 
govern­ 
ment. 
McElwee Has Bill 
Rep. W illiam McElwee, Lawrence, 
dropped a bill into the hopper which 
would 
authorize 
public 
improve­ 
m ents by m unicipalities, the local 
communities contracting with poor 
board to furnish labor from among 
those entitled to relief from 
the 
poor boards. 
A bill sponsored by Rep. Samuel 
B. H art, Philadelphia, would create 
a commission to m ap 
out 
heavy 
traffic roads to parallel m ain high­ 
ways now' existing in Pennsylvania, 
the bill being designed to relieve un­ 
employment over a period of years.

Since most of us spent more time 
sitting than standing, correct sitting 
posture is even more important for 
good health than correct standing 
posture. 
For school children and 
for adults who lead sedentary lives, 
such as typists, dressmakers and 
bench workers, these exercises are 
therefore especially important. 
Remember that in the correct sit­ 
ting position, the body should sit 
on the hips not on the mid thighs. 
The plumb line falling alongside the 
middle of the ears would also bisect 
the hip joint. 
In leaning forward, as at a desk, 
the trunk should be kept straight. 
The curve of the spine should not, 
in leaning forward, be too much 
rounded backward; this tends to 
m a k e a s l o u c h i n g position. It 
should be kept as nearly as possible 
straight. 
Exercise 1 
Sit on the edge of a table. 
Put hands on hips. 
Feet are on the floor, a short dis­ 
tance apart. 
Make the spine rigid, flattening 
the lumbar curve. 
Now rock backwards and for­ 
wards, using the edge of the table 
as a pivot. Do not bend the spine. 
Bend only the hip joint. The pel­ 
vis, spine and chest move as one 
single block. 
Repeat this twenty times morning 
and night. Whichever muscles are 
tired afterwards are the ones you 
have been misusing. 
Exercise II 
Sit in a chair in a normal erect 
position. 
Pull in the abdominal muscles 
and then relax them twenty times. 
This teaches correct sitting pos­ 
ture without the aid of a back sup­ 
port. 
Exercise III 
Sit in a chair in a normal erect 
position. 
Raise the right arm in front until 
it is on a level with the chin. Now 
flare out the ribs on the right side 
twenty times. Push them out as far 
as they will go. 
Repeat on the left side. 
Raise both arms as before and 
flare both ribs out as far as they 
will go.
